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Percy, Corcoran in close race

Chief opponents in the Republican 
U.S, Senate Primary March 20 are

'Y; on the left in the photographs 
and in his outlook, and Chngreccnan 
Thomas Corcoran, on the right. 

Sen. Percy, who is favored, has 

many local friends and has sought to 

. identify himself with efforts to solve 
Quad-City area Problems, such as 
the 19th Street overpass construc- 
tion project six years ago. 

He told voters statewide in 1978 
that he had “gotten the message”’ 
and would pay close attention to the 
needs of hard-pressed communities 
arid citizens: 

The senator prefers to be thought 
of as moderate or middle-of-the-road 
in his thinking, while Corcoran hap- 
pily accepts being described as a 
staunch conservative. 

Percy heads the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee and, some of, 
the time, backs the Reagan ad- 
ministration's foreign policy in- 
itiatives. His primary election foe 
derides the’ senator’s “‘embarrass- 
ing liberalism” and Percy’s clashes 
with the administration. 

Republicans, including Pres. 
Ronald Reagan, have said Percy's 


re-election is vital to help the GOP '

retain its majority. in the 100- 
member Senate, 

The president technically is 
neutral in the primary, but he spoke 
at a big testimonial and fund-raising 
dinner for Percy in Chicago last 
year before the campaign began to 
heat up. 

This elective position and seven 
other Republican-held Senate seats 
are rated as ‘‘toss-ups,”” so close that 
they could be retained or lost in 
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THOMAS CORCORAN 


November on the basis of this year’s 
economic and world trends and oc- 
currences. 

At 64, Percy wants to remain the 
foreign relations leader, not com- 
pete for the Senate leadership post, 
which is being vacated by the retire- 
ment of Sen. Howard Baker of Ten- 
nessee. 

Cong. Corcoran, 44, less well 
known in Madison County, has wag- 
ed a massive and expensive cam- 


paign in recent months, trying to 
overcome his opponent’s greater 
name recognition. Percy has, a 
larger campaign treasury, but ‘he 
knows he is ina bitter fight. 

The challenger, a four-term 
member of Congress, is making a 
number of friends with his stand op- 
posing mandatory yearly auto emis- 
sion testing in Chicago and Madison- 
St. Clair counties. 

Calling ‘its..an ‘‘unwarranted 
burden” on motorists, Corcoran said 
Percy has not joined in sponsoring 
legislation to prevent the ‘undue 
hardship involved in an automotive 
exhaust test program. $ 

‘Actually, there are five candidates 
for the GOP nomination to the 
Senate but little has been heard from 
Richard J. Castic, V.A. Kelley and 
John E. Roche. 

A senator for the past 18 years, 
Percy says, ‘‘There is every ad- 
vantage for Illinois to have someone 
close to the president, close to the 
top in seniority.” 

Conceding that he is not a conser- 
vative, the former ‘‘boy wonder” of 
the business world cites his vote- 
getting performance and says he is 
uniquely capable of attracting 
Democratic and independent sup- 
port as well as Republican backing. 

He lost the governor race in 1964 to 
Gov. Otto Kerner, a Democrat, but 
two years’ later defeated longtime 
U.S. Senator Paul Douglas. 

The age factor is starting to work 
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against Percy as he tries for a fourth 
consecutive term, just as it did 
against Douglas in 1966. But Percy is 
healthy and vigorous—and nine 
years younger than’ the president, 
who also is’seeking re-election. 

Now the third-ranking senator in 
seniority, Percy broke with the 
White House in 1981 in’ blocking a 
Department of State nomination and 
in resisting ‘‘get tough with Cuba” 
programs, but he now speaks often 
of his friendship with the president. 

His heavy investment in television 
commercials will help explain “‘the 
Illinois advantage.’’ He comments, 
‘Voters see the advantage. They see 
the element of clout,” including fun- 
ding for a new Illinois River bridge 
at LaSalle-Peru. 

Cong. Corcoran sharply disagrees. 
He points to his efforts on the auto 
emission issue and adds that the 
LaSalle-Peru bridge was first put in- 
to Congressional legislation by, you 
guessed it, Corcoran. 

“Where is his clout? He may be 
third-ranked but he was beaten by a 
freshman,” Sen, John Warner, a 
Virginia Republican, Corcoran says. 
The struggle was over whether a 
new nuclear accelerator—an im- 
mense project that is intended to 
provide a breakthrough in fuel pro- 
duction—would be built in the state 
of Virginia or at Argonne National 
Laboratory near Chicago. i 

Corcoran has flooded the public 
and news media with almost daily 
updates on his Congressional actions 
and Senatorial campaign pro- 
nouncements, Each carries special 
ornamentation in dark red,. light 
gray, black and light blue. 

So far, he has raised $750,000 and 
the incumbent has amassed 
$1,400,000, 

Percy’s major contributors in- 
clude bankers, among them) David 
Rockefeller of the Chase Manhattan 
Bank. The senator’s daughter’is the 
wife of a Rockefeller who was a 
Democratic governor. 

In the last half of 1983 Corcoran 
raised more money than did Percy, 
$560,000 to $415,000, but the cost of 
Corcoran’s direct-mail approach 
was severe—about 50 cents for each 
dollar received from citizens. 

Including earlier receipts, Percy 
had $540,000 on hand and Corcoran 
only $50,000 as 1984 began. 

The dinner. attended by | Pres. 
Reagan raised $800,000 and Percy 
hopes to garner $400,000 from a din- 
ner that will feature an appearance 
by former Pres. Gerald R. Ford. But 


. Corcoran says he is attracting the 


most financial help, by a wide 
margin, from voters who caré deep- 
ly about specific campaign issues. 

As the congressman views it, he 
would haye the best chanceof winn- 
ing Nov. 6 against the survivor of a 
strong group vying for the 
Democratic nominution—Paul 
Simon, Roland Burris, Philip Rock 
and Alex Seith. ; 

Corcoran sees Republicans 
uniting with conservative 
Democrats who voted for 
Republican Bernard Epton' in’ the 
Chicago election last’ April 
Democrat Harold Washington was 
elected as the new mayor, aided by 
the Rev. Jesse Jackson. 

The way to. woo conservative 
‘Democrats ‘is, not to help Jesse 
Jackson go to Syria,’’ Corcoran 
asserts. As foreign relations’ chair- 
man, Sen. Percy helped arrange the 
Mideast trip by Democratic 
presidential candidate Jackson, who 
obtained the release of Navy pilot 
Robert Goodman. 

With Gov. James R. Thompson 
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leading the Reagan re-election cam- 
paign in Illinois and also backing 
Percy, and with the president taking 
no formal stand on the Senate 
primary, Cong. Corcoran never- 
theless says he has the strong back- 
ing of leading Reagan enthusiasts in 
Illinois and in Washington, D.C. 
Some of the Corcoran en- 
dorsements have come from Il- 
linoisans friendly to Israel. Percy 
supported the sale of advanced 
radar airplanes to Saudi Arabia and 
has been publicly critical of Israel. 
There maybe only a few cross- 
over ballots next month due to the 
spirited Democratic fights for the 
presidential and senatorial nomina- 


tions. This prospect is seen as aidinj 
conservatives igainst moderates if 


any Republican primary battles, 

But, if they are are skillfully devis- 
ed, Sen. Percy’s numerous televised 
campaign commercials could prove 
decisive, authorities say. 

Percy entered government ser- 
vice after a meteoric rise to lead the 
Bell & Howell Co, before the age of 
30. Corcoran, a former Army ar- 
tillery officer, was vice president of 
the Chicago. & North Western 
Railroad; he has never lost a 
general election. 

Corcoran’s main «Congressional 
work has been on the Energy and 
Commerce Committee. He suc- 
cessfully opposed what he called 
anti-Illinois provisions. of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
restructuring, and blocked a $50 
billion charge to consumers when 
the Alaskan natural gas pipeline was 
built. 

His Congressional district covers 
parts of Cook, Kane, LaSalle, 
DuPage, DeKalb, Kendall, Mar- 
shall, McHenry and Boone counties, 

Claiming that Percy is out of touch 
and that Percy’s “liberalism is no. 
longer in style,’’ Corcoran is staking® 
his campaign on a platform of “less 
government spending, strong na- 
tional defense and lower taxes,’” 

Sen. Percy is a_world-known 
public official who enjoys his life as 
a senator and does not want to give it 
up, although he is wealthy enough to 
have retired long ago. He says his in- 
terest and role in foreign affairs 
have been of benefit to all Il- 
linoisans, whose state leads the na- 
tion in exports. 

He helped write the Surface 
Transportation Act, through which 
Illinois has been getting $1.65 for 
each of -its federal gasoline tax 
dollars, and his committee 
developed the War Powers Act to 
“prevent any possibility”’ of a future 
war like the one that was fought in 
Vietnam,

Quick NII growth in finance or in 
entirely new directions would aid in 
blocking any takeover attempts that 
might be attracted by the bonanza 
from its sale of steelmaking, coal 
and iron ore assets, experts say. 

National Steel, including Granite 
City Steel, is still the seventh biggest 
producer in the nation (down from 
its status as fourth largest after 
Weirton Steel was sold to the Weir- 
ton, W.Va., employees). 

National’s six percent share of this 
country’s 1983 domestic steel 
shipments compares with 16.7 per- 
cent for U.S. Steel (22.7 if they 
merge), 8.6 for Jones & Laughlin 
and 7.1 percent for Republic (15.7 if 
those two firms merge), 12.9 percent 
for Bethlehem, 7.1 percent for In- 
land and 6.4 percent for Armco. 


AMONG -ISSUES bothering the, 


United Steelworkers, who may sue, 
is that the two pending consolida- 
tions could concentrate within three 
firms a majority of the nation’s steel 
production. 

The top five steelmakers would 
control nearly two-thirds of the 
domestic producers’ market. 

Both National Intergroup (former- 
ly National Steel Corp.) and U.S. 
Steel have been moving toward less 
reliance on steelmaking as a profit 
source. 

Factors in their thinking include 
intense foreign. competition, the 
cyclical nature of the demand for 
steel, and the heavy monetary in- 
vestment that is required. 

National in 1980 acquired 82 per- 
cent ownership of First Nationwide 
Financial Corp., parent firm of First 
Nationwide Savings, the ~ eighth 
largest savings and loan association. 

IN 1981 it lived up to that name, 
becoming the first truly nationwide 
thrift firm when it absorbed two fail- 
ing savings and loan groups with the 
aid of a federal subsidy. Adding toa 
primarily California base, it became 
active in Florida and New York, 

An interest rate squeeze several 
years ago hurt First Nationwide as 
well as most other thrift companies, 
which had to pay high interest while 
receiving lower amounts from long- 
term mortgages. 

But First Nationwide recovered 
and was one of six profitable firms 
among the nation’s top 25 S&Ls in 
1982. For 1983, it contributed $28.9 
million in net equity income to NII. 

Aluminum operations of National 
Intergroup had a $31.4 million 
operating profit in 1983. NII also has 
a large metals distribution group. 

Anthony M., Frank, First Nation- 
wide chairman and a National In- 
tergroup director, this week recom- 
mended major financial service ex- 


pansion, including purchase of other* 


companies; he hopes to see NII 
become one of the 20 largest finan- 
cial services companies by 1990.

The Wall Street Journal described 
NII this week as a_ tempting 
takeover target, due not only to the 
announced sale price but also U.S. 
Steel’s scheduled assumption of $460 
million in long-term NII debt.

Tuesday, 
April 10, will be open to testimony 
from residents of Madison or any 
other members of the general 
public. 


“THE PURPOSE of the hearings 
is three part,” said Nighohossian. 
“First of all, the board will decide if 
performance standards are needed; 
secondly, they will decide what 
types of standards to use, ‘and third- 
ly, they will decide to what extent 
these ‘standards should be im- 
plemented.”’ 

Madison Police Chief Don Bridick 
said the announcement of the police 
hearings came as nosurprise to him. 
He said he had compiled a study of 
police performance at the depart- 
ment for the past seven years. It was 
partly due to this study, that the 
police performance of the officers is 
being reviewed. 

Bridick said he had compiled the 
total! arrests of officers and had 
divided that with the number of 
hours worked to get an average 
figure for how many arrests are 
made by each officer in a 40-hour 
period. Bridick said the end result 
was .08 arrests per man in each 40- 
hour shift. 

“WE WOULD like to see this 
figure go up'to about .75 arrests per 
officer in a 40-hour period,’’ said 
Bridick. He said he feels the arrest 
records will improve if the police 
performance standards are raised. 

Bridick said it is ‘this observa- 
tion” that the police standards will 
be set higher than they are at pre- 
sent. 

The announcement of the public 
hearings came after what Mayor 
Mike Sasyk termed a ‘‘commen- 
dable’’ police report for the month of 
January. 

THE REPORT showed a 35 per- 
cent decrease in crime when com- 
paring January 1984 to January 1983. 
Only 17 total incidents of assault and 
battery, burglary, theft and auto 
theft occured during January 1984, 
as compared to 26 such cases in 1983. 
There were no cases of criminal 
homicide, forcible rape or robbery 
during January of either year. 

The report also showed that fine 
money collected for the month total- 
ed $1,832. ‘‘The police department 
did a good job and I think they 
should be commended,”’ said Sasyk. 


Also related to the police depart- 
ment, the council turned a request to 
hire a new police officer over to the 
finance and police committees. The 
police department is a man short 
since the resignation of William 
Weidner. Weidner’s resignation was 
effective as of last week, when he 
took a position with McDonnell 
Douglas Corporation of St. Louis. i; 

Patrolman Thomas Voloski also is 
serving a five-day suspension after a 
disagreement with the chie‘, leaving 
the department even shor er.

temperatures in December and 
January. 

When the weather dipped to 13 
degrees below zero, some very 
severe power bills resulted, ac- 
cording to Norman Hall, who is the 
local coordinantor for IP’s home 
weatherization program for low- 
income users. 

The impact of those higher bills 
can be devastating to older 
residents on fixed incomes that 
have, perhaps, a $325 to $400 mon- 
thly allowance: and receive a $200 
utility bill, Wilson said: ‘‘I’m/a work- 
ing man, and its hard to pay my 
bills, so how about the 
unemployed...the elderly,”’ Williams 
said. 

“PEOPLE GET scared. They 
panic,”’ Williams said of some facing 
an accumulating utility debt, but’ 
who avoid approaching the power 
company to discuss the situation. 
“‘We don’t want to see one person go 
to the hospital because they couldn’t 
Pay. We don’t want to see one child 
chilly. We don’t want that stuff hap- 
pening in Venice.” 

According to Mathias, it is an un- 
common practice for the company to 
cut off utility service, but that it does 
occur. The company is prevented by 
law from terminating service when 
it would aggravate a serious illness 
or when the temperature is forecast 
to be 32 degrees or below for the next 
24 hours. Utilities may be cut in the 
winter during a break in the cold. 

Mathias estimates the percentage 
of those failing to pay their bills by 
the due date is in the 10 to 13 percent 
range. After three. months, the 
number drops somewhere below the 
10 percent mark. The company en- 
courages residents having problems 
to contact the company and make 
arrangements for deferred 
payments or special budget pay- 
ment plans. 


RESIDENTS should be aware of 
their rights by law to such payment 
plans, Wilson said. ‘‘It’s not special 
treatment, it’s (payment plans) 
their rights. The main thrust of the 
citizens’ utility board will be to 
educate residents to state laws 
regulating utility companies. 

‘We want to make sure there are 
not unfortunate deaths due to ig- 
norance,”’ he said. 

Wilson would like to form an eight- 
member board, whose members 
would include representatives of 
Venice churches and aldermanic 
wards. Williams already has receiv- 
ed positive feedback on the idea 
from Venice Mayor Tyrone Echols.

There has been a great deal of discussing recently 
about large power and gas bills, but not too much 
said about the recent telephone bills, which are, to 
put it mildly, confusing. 

We like to think of ourselves as educated and 
somewhat intelligent people who should be capable 
of reading a telephone bill, right? Well, not this one. 

One Press-Record staffer’s phone bill, which con- 
tained only six long-distance calls, was six pages 
long. Some pages carried the message, ‘This por- 
tion of your bill is provided as a service to AT&T. 
There is no connection between Illinois Bell and 
AT&T. You may choose another company for your 
long distance telephone calls while still receiving 
your local telephone service frorh Illinois Bell.” 

That’s nice, but what.are all these other bills. I 
think we are starting to understand what the 
breakup of AT&T is doing to us. 

Checking each of the pages we find the return 
page which tells how much you owe and asks that 
you return it with your check. 

Second is the summary page, marked ‘‘Please 
keep for your records’”*which lists the various 
charges for Illinois Bell, AT&T Information 


Systems and AT&T Communications. Now we know 
who is getting each bit of the pie. : 

Third is Illinois Bell's ‘‘detail of current charges, 
including monthly service, inside wire 
maintenance, long distance calls made only” in 
December and some special little ‘‘credits” we still 
don’t understand such as the ‘‘temporary special 
credit’ of $1.14 and, the “adjustment for rate 
change” from Dec. 12 to Dec. 31, $1.83. We don’t 
know what those are, but we’ll take the money. 

On Page 4, Illinois Bell further details the ser- 
vices it gives you (and the price of each), including 
local service, line charges and touch tone services. 

On Page 5, AT&T Information Systems (ATT- 
COMM) begins to explain its charges for your 
equipment, and another of those little credits (82- 
cents) for an ‘adjustment for rate change.” Again, 
we'll take it, even if we don’t understand it. 


Page 6 is AT&T Communications’ bill, covering 
all long distance calls made in January. 

That’s it. See how simple it is, once it is explained. 
Now. comes the problem of figuring out how to pay 
the darn thing.

GC Steel objects to stand on assessments 


To the Editor, 

Recently the Press-Record 
printed an editorial about the re- 
quest by .Granite City Steel for a 
reduction in its assessed valuation 
for tax purposes. Unfortunately, the 
editofial contained several 
statements which, in our opinion,’ 
were misleading and require 
clarification. 

It is not our intention to debate our 
request in the media. We have set 
out to seek relief through the 
prescribed procedures under the law 
by requesting an assessment that is 
more equitable when compared to 
other similar industrial properties. 

Despite this; the editorial made 
several implications about our com- 
mitment to the community, our 
methods in making the requests and 
our motives. We would like to cor- 
rect some of the conclusions reached 
and convey to the community that 
we have been open in our dealings, 
and have been conscientious 
neighbors. 

The editorial implied that we had 
presented an unrealistic figure for a 
reduction in our assessment, and 
that we-had done so with no regard 
to the impact upon local government 
agencies. It was incorrect in both 
cases. i 

We have not specifically requested 
a reduction of 82 percent in our 
assessment,, although we believe 
‘such a figure could be substantiated, 
ibut have instead decided to seek a 
substantial reduction through a 
“series of appeals over the next few 
years until we would reach a figure 
that would be more equitable than 
the present assessment. 

Our decision to seek relief in a 


series of steps instead of all-at once 
was reached after careful considera- 
tion of the impact such action would 
have upon the revenués of the af- 
fected agencies. We believe that a 
gradual reduction of our assessment 
would allow local governmental 
agencies to make necessary ad- 
justments from any resulting loss of 
revenue, and, at the same time, at 
the end of the appeal process we 
would have reached our goal. 

Our request for 1984’s assessment 
was 20 percent, which, although a 
matter of public record, was not 
mentioned in the editorial. 

We especially regret the implica- 
tions in the editorial about our com- 
mitment to being a good neighbor 
and a responsible corporate citizen. 
This commitment reflects our way 
of doing business at Granite City 
Steel and'we back it by solid action. 

This extends beyond the Press- 
Record’s casual mention of gym tote’ 
bags and boiler repairs at the “Y”’ to 
include support of a variety of 
charitable, social, educational and 
cultural institutions in the area. We 
hope that the reference in the 
editorial does not make light of such 
action, by which we believe many in 
the community have benefited. 

The editorial also referred to 
“open confrontation...” and implied 
that we ‘‘need not, ought not, declare 
war.” It concluded that the filing of 
our “complaint” was “picking up 
that club in a menacing fashion.”’ 
Let the record be clear that at no; 
time has the company declared war, | 
picked up a club, or attempted to} 
menace anyone. Rather, we have’ 
presented our case in a responsible 
manner, as is.our right, and have, 


through frank and open discussion, _ 
attempted to make the Board of 
Review and other affected in- 
dividuals aware of our position. 

It is fronic that we are criticized 
by the Press-Record for seeking a 
more equitable assessment. One, 
member of the Board of Review told 
us that in his term he heard 
thousands of such requests from in- 
dividuals and businesses, Yet we 
cannot recall a scathing editorial 
about those appeals. Our point is} 
that in seeking relief, we are not uni- 
que. i 

In many places, industries are 
given favorable tax treatment in an 
attempt to attract the jobs and add- 
ed tax revenues that they create. 

We are well aware of the respon-~ 
sibilities that being the community’s 
largest employer and taxpayer 
place upon us. But we hope that 
others recognize the impact that 
their policies have upon the viability 
of industries such as ours. If they do, 
they will realize that the community 
is not well-served by unfounded at- 
tacks upon the company. Coopera- 
tion and concern for the community 
must be a two-way street. 

Regardless of the outcome of our 
request, we pledge to the employees, 
friends, governmental agencies and 
‘community residents to continue to 
operate our business as good 
{neighbors and as good businessmen. 
We urge others, including the media,” 
to accept and exerc! respon- 
sibility to the comfnunity in the 
same spirit of cooperation.

They came alone; or in pairs, to sit 
ina large circle. 

The majority were women, but 
there were men, too. They looked 
like ordinary people, but they were 
carrying special unseen burdens — 
grief at the loss of a loved one, either 
through death or divorce. 

THE LOSS had been very recent 
for some. For others, like Mary 
Wildman of Bethalto, it had happen- 

ed years ago. 

They came, 30 in all, to the base- 
ment of St. Cecelia’s Catholic 
Church in Glen Carbon to one of six 
in a series of grief support 
workshops sponsored by Hospice of 
Madison County 

Grief support groups are relative- 
ly new.. They were unheard of in 
1966, when Mary Wildman lost her 
24-year-old son Lanny in a car acci- 
dent. “How did 1 cope? Not very 
well,’’ she told the group. 

“I GROPED, stumbled and crawl- 
ed my way back to life again. I didn’t 
understand grief — there were no 
support groups 17 years ago,” she 
said. 

Her life fell apart on a peaceful 
Sunday afternoon in June 1966 when 
she and her husband pulled into the 
drvieway of their home and saw a 
i number of personal friends in 

ard, 

Lanny, the second of her three 
sons, had married that spring: He 

‘was a student minister, set to 
graduate from Harding College two 
months later, 

HE WAS killed instantly in an auto 
accident while on his way to preach 
at a small church nearby. 

“For two months, I douldn’t ac- 
cept the fact of Lanny not coming 
back,”’ she told the group. Finally, 
with acceptance, came her grief. 

She said some criticises her for not 
snapping out of her Sorrow, and she

LOSING A child, May said, is call- 
ed “‘the ultimate grief.’* She told the 
group at St. Cecelia’s that she is con- 
vinced her work with Compas- 
sionate Friends is part of a master 
plan for her life. She is not, she said, 
the same person she was in 1966, 
before her son was Killed. 

“Until Lanny, I never réalized 
how people out there were hurting,” 
she said. : 

Seventeen years ago, when Mary’s 
son died, nobody .wanted to talk 
about, death. That attitude hasn’t 
changed much in 1984, Nina Millett, 
director of Hospice, told the group. 

“Society doesn’t want us to 
grieve,” she said.

A decision may be made as early 


“as Feb. 21 or as late as March 20 on 


the certificated administrative posi- 
tions, that will be consolidated in 
order to save salary and benefit 
costs. 

The Board of Education is to 
receive a committee report on per- 
sonnel matters Feb. 21. Plans call 
for all decisions affecting the 1984-85 
staff to be made on March 20 or 
earlier. 

Of 33 present administrators, prin- 
cipals and supervisors, the commit- 
tee has interviewed or has indicated 
plans to interview 11—Supt. B.J. 
Davis, Administrative Assistants 
Warren Collins and. James Dumont, 
Data Processing Director Thomas 
Noeth, Granite City High School’s 
Walmsley and Fred P. 
Schuman, junior high schools’ Mike

Previous years’ budget reductions 
have left several hundred teachers, 
maintenance craftsmen,| ad- 
ministrators, custodians, 
secretaries and cooks without) jobs 
during a period that has seen enroll- 
ment decrease and some schools 
close. The staff this fall totaled 646, 
compared to 1,121 a decade ago. 

Pres. David Partney has said in 
public comments that efforts are be-

Dixon named to 
Armed Services 
Committee 


Senator Alan J. Dixon has been 
named to serve on the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, filling the 
vacancy created by the death of 
Senator Henry M. ‘‘Scoop”’ Jackson. 
Dixon is the first senator from Il- 
linois to serve on Armed Services 
since the committee was established 
in 1946. 

“Tam very pleased that the 
Democratic Steering Committee has 
seen fit to name me to this important 
committee,’’ Dixon said. ‘‘The 
Defense Department spends billions 
of dollars each year and serving on 
this committee will give me the 
change to go over proposed expen- 
ditures in detail. 

“Although I consider myself a sup- 
{porter of a strong national defense, I 
“also believe the Pentagon must 
spend the taxpayers’ money 
prudently. That means it must max- 
imize the Se of competitive bidding 
on contracts and it must seek to br- 
ing: greater’ regional balance to’ its 
spending patterns,”’ he said. 

Dixon: pointed out that Illinois 
ranks 45th among states in per 
capita spending of defense dollars, 
and ‘it ranks 51st among the states 
‘ang the District of Columbia in the 
return of tax dollars sent to 
Washington, (In 1982, Illinois paid 
5.7 pecent of the federal tax bill and 
received back 3.8 percent of all; 
federal spending.) 

“The Pentagon budget represents 
more than a third of all federal spen- 
ding,” Dixon said, adding, ‘Our 
state and region needs a strong voice 
on the Armed Services Committee. I 
can provide that voice.”’

George Mason (1725-1792) is 
known for writing the Declaration of 
Rights. He was a member of the 
Virginia Convention in May, 1776. 
Thomas Jefferson referred to this 
document as he wrote the Declara- 
tion of Independence, Mason was the 
author of our Bill of Rights. 

Francis. Hopkinson (1737-1791), 
one of the signers of the Declaration 
of Independence, proclaimed 
himself to be America’s first native 
composer. The manuscript of his 
song, ‘“‘My Days Have Been So Won- 
drous Free,” is dated 1759. He was 
also a lawyer, a judge, and 


secretary of the Navy. 

John Adams, in a letter to his wife 
Abigail, wrote: ‘I am apt to believe 
that July 4, 1776, will be celebrated, 
by succeeding generations, as the 
great anniversary festival ... It 
ought to be solemnized with pump 
and parade, with shews (shows), 
games, sports, guns, bells, bonfires, 
and illuminations from one end of 
this continent to the other from this 
time forward forever more.”

When a person fails to perform under a con- 
tract, the other party can seek money damages 
in a lawsuit. Frequently, however, there is 
another option available to the injured party. In 
some situations, the injured party can seek 
“specific performance.” This involves seeking a 
court order to force the,party who breached the 
contract to comply with the terms of the con- 
tract. 


One type of contract which is subject to 
specific performance is a contract involving the 
sale of land. In one case, a seller and buyer 
entered into a real estate contract to sell ahome 
valued at $150,000. After the contract was sign- 
td, the seller proceeded to purchase another 
home in. another geographical area where he 
was being transferred. A few days later the 
original buyer decided to back out of the original 
real estate contract. At this point, the seller 
found himself in a difficult situation in that he 
owned two homes. : 


The original seller had a choice of suing the 
original buyer for money damages arising from 
the breach of contract or for specific per- 
formance. He could, for instance, attempt to 
find another buyer for his first home. If he sold 
‘the home at a loss, the money damages he 


could recover from thejoriginal buyer who back- 
ed out of-the contract would be the difference 
between the first sale price and the second slae 
price. If the court ordered specific performance, 
on the other hand, the buyer would be forced to 
proceed with the purchase of the home. Which 
option the seller chose would depend upon ex- 
actly what he wanted to accomplish. 

Generally speaking, specific performance of a 
contract will only’ be granted where money 
damages do not provide an adequate remedy. In 
the above example regarding real estate, money 
damages would not necessarily meet the needs 
of the seller. It may be important for him to be 
able to force the buyer to proceed with the con- 
tract: - 

In some matters, the courts have determined 
that specific performance ‘should not be 
available to the injured party. One such area in- 
volves.employment contracts. For instance, if 
there is an employment contract and the 
employee quits the job, the employer will not be 
allowed to sue for specific performance to force 
the worker to continue in his employment. This 
is based on a policy consideration by the courts 
that individuals.should not be forced to work for 
employers against their will.

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Simon, Rock, Burris, Seith seek Senate nomination

A difficult choice faces Quad-City 
Democratic voters March 20 in 
choosing a U.S. Senatorial nominee. 
All’ four major candidates have 
some links to the local electorate. 

Paul Simon is the best known here, 
having represented this community 
in the Illinois legislature. as 
representative and state senator 
before advancing to lieutenant 
governor and, then becoming the 
southernmost Illinois congressman 
ten years ago. 

Senator Philip Rock, president of 
the Illinois Senate, has the endorse- 
ment of the Illinois State 
Democratic Central Committee to 
represent the party Noy. 6 against 
the Republican standard-bearer, 
either Sen. Charles H. Percy or 
Cong: Thomas Corcoran. 

State Comptroller Roland W. Bur. 
ris has a long record as an efficient 
state official and as an effective 
vote-getter. 

And Alex Seith, a Hinsdale 
Democrat and lawyer, waged a 
nearly-successful campaign against 
Sen. Percy six years ago. 

Also on the primary ballot this 
year is Gerald M. Rose. He will not 
win, but some people are convinced 
that any of the other four aspirants 
could triumph in razor-close com- 
petition, 

Simon is the people’s choice, bas- 
ed on public opinion polls. Sen. Rock 
is sure to get strong Cook County 
area support. 

Burris’ popularity could deny 
many votes to Rock, giving Simon 
the overall advantage. Or Burris 
himself could gain the nomination. 

The one talking with most con- 
fidence is Sen, Rock. As the party 
professionals’ endorsed candidate, 
heis apotential winner. 

Knowing that U.S. Senator Alan 
Dixon, a Democrat, could serve for 
many years, Rock and the other can- 
didates feel that this is the decisive 
year for their own Senate hopes. 

Cong. Simon can and does point to 
his Washington legislative ex- 
perience and his long stay in public 
office. He nearly always wears a 
bow tie and such a tie was featured 
on the program of a major fund- 
raising dinner | held for him in 
Chicago this winter. 

His lieutenant governor victory 
was his own. In 1968, before the two 
top nominees ran as a team on the 
ballot, Simon captured the No. 2 post 
as a Democrat and Richard Ogilvie 
was elected governor of Illinois as a 
Republican. 

The two worked well together. 
‘They seemed destined to be rivals in 
1972, but ‘‘walking’’ Daniel Walker 
narrowly upset Simon in the guber- 
natorial primary (40,000 votes out of 
1,500,000) even though Simon had the 
state Democratic endorsement 

Walker then defeated Ogilvie, who 
had the onus of having signed the 
law creating an Illinois income tax. 

An active ombudsman (people’s 
representative) as lieutenant gover- 
nor, Simon also has been a hard- 
working legislator, first in Spr- 
ingfield and then in Washington. 

Only this week, he issued a study 
showing that national governmental 
budget deficits “have cost. Illinois 
75,000, jobs since 1981 and will 
destroy an additional 200,000 Illinois 
jobs by 1990 if nothing is done to con- 
tain them.” 

Simop said this state’s ‘heavy mix 
of capital-intensive manufacturing 
and export-related industries 
magnifies the impact of budget 
deficits on the economy. 

“The deficits have crippled Il- 
linois’ economy by driving up in- 
terest rates and artificially inflating 

. the value. of the dollar, keeping our 
unemployment hovering at 10 per- 
cent; despite signs of recovery in 
other parts of the country. 

“The artificial strength of the 
dollar acts as the equivalent of a tax 
on American exports and a subsidy 
for foreign imports. This has 
especially hurt our state’s 
agriculture, machine tool, auto and 
steel industries. Farm exports are 
down 17 percent from 1981 levels.”’ 

Although countless organizations 
favor Simon for the nomination, 
Christian Voice has rated con- 
gressmen on their 1983 votes on 12 
“moral and family issues’’ and 
given him a zero. 

As the Wall Street Journal sees it, 
the rating is inappropriate: “Simon, 
a liberal Democrat, is respected as a 
‘Boy Scout’ on ethical issues. GOP 
Cong. Dan Crane of Illinois, cen- 
sured for an affair with a female 
page, rated 100 percent with Chris- 
tian Voice. A partial explanation is 
that Simon missed Crane’s censure. 
vote and Crane voted present.”” 

Simon in his campaign talks is 
asserting that needy college 
students are being asked to rely too 
heavily ‘on loans, Chairman of the 
House Education subcommittee on 
higher education, he proposes ex- 
pansion and restructuring of federal 
aid to students. 

Along with big increases in federal 
grants, he urges tighter restrictions 
on subsidized student loans. 

A resident of Makanda (near Car- 
bondale),| Simon comments that 
pressure to borrow for college tui- 
tion could increase the number of 
loan ‘defaults—and also persuade 
debt-burdened students to seek high- 
paying jobs instead of entering the 
public sector for teaching and 
similar work. 


Now 55, the Eugene, Ore., native 
moved to Highland with his parents 
in 1946, His mother lives in Col- 
linsville. His late father was a mis- 
sionary to China (before Paul Simon 


was born) .and later a Lutheran 
pastor af Okawville. 

The candidate’s wife, Jeanne, was 
part of the first husband-wife team 
in the General Assembly; she was a 
state representative from 1957 to 
1961 and they were married in 1960. 
Sheila Simon is 23 and Martin Simon 
is 20, 

Mrs: Simon has joined the staff of 
Illinois Attorney General Neil F. 
Hartigan. She works in 
Washington—in an office of the Na- 
tional Association of Attorneys 
Generaland represents Hartigan 
on East Coast issues, particularly 


/ the field of federal grants. 


Cong. Simon edited the Troy 
‘Tribune and also owned several 
other small newspapers. He was 
among those testifying before the 
Kefauver Commission in the early 
1950s on organized crime in Madison 
and St. Clair counties. 

He served two years in the Army 
as a counter-intelligence agent. His 
elective service included the Illinois 
House in 1954-62, Illinois Senate 1962- 
69, lieutenant governor 1969-73 and 
U.S. House 1974 to the present. 
Simon taught history and govern- 
ment in 1973 at Sangamon State 
University and lectured at Harvard 
University. : 

The author of eight books, Simon 
has written articles for a number of 
newspapers and magazines. He is 
well known for his advocacy of in- 
creased foreign language training. 

During his years in state goyern- 
ment, he wrote a weekly column 
distributed to more than| 300 
newspapers. 

His current column has received 
wide praise. In one of those columns, 
he said he enjoyed working with 
‘*good congressman”’ Corcoran, now 
a possible opponent of Simon for the 
Senate. 

The Congressional district from 
which Simon is retiring, the 22nd, 
was altered in the 1980s to include 
part of St. Clair County, Although he 
had a close race four years ago, the 
post is now regarded as a relatively 
safe Democratic seat. His likely suc- 
cessor is State Sen. Kenneth Buzbee. 

Although the district is mainly 
rural, Simon contends that his 
record ‘‘shows much greater sen- 
sitivity to urban problems than the 
record of the senator from Cook 
County (Percy).”” 

Simon and his fellow Democratic 
candidates are urging “restraint in 
arms spending’? and concern for 
“poor and middle-income citizens 
rather than for the wealthy.”’ 

Senate Pres. Rock, who lacks 
statewide name recognition, was 
chairman of the state party 

tion that endorsed him. He 
e stepped down from that 


An Oak Park resident, Rock has 
never run statewide. Much better 
known Downstate than is Rock, 
Simon holds the endorsement of 70 of 
the 102 county Democratic 
chairmen. 

Rock was the only one of the four 
principal candidates to say he would 
drop out of the primary race if he 
was not endorsed. But by the time he 
said it, his selection had been vir- 
tually assured. He won the commit- 
tee’s backing «with 14 votes to 
Simon's five and Burris’ three. 

Despite that margin, Rock retains 
some handicaps. Simon stressed 
that Simon would be the party's 
strongest candidate against Sen. 
Percy. 

Bruce Cook, this (21st) Congres- 
sional district’s state central com- 
mitteeman, supported Simon and 
said Rock runs last in surveys pair- 
ing the Democrats with each other 
and with Percy. 

Rock has received the backing of 
State Treasurer James Donnewald. 

‘The latter says Rock has shown 
“ability to formulate compromise 
among uncompromising positions; 
to make difficult decisions while 
others avoid them; and to get the job 
done for the people of Illinois. 

“He: has fought and worked as 
hard for the concerns. of Illinois 
farmers, coal miners, small 
businesses and rural residents as he 
has for his own urban district. He is 
our best, strongest and most elec- 
table candidate.”” 

Rock, 46, has sometimes sided 
with the Republican administration 
in legislative matters. 

At the Capitol, he is described as 
intelligent, articulate and accessi- 
ble—but sometimes “‘snappish” or 
abrupt with citizens and fellow of- 
ficials. 

Simon remembers faces well and 
sometimes has been known to refer 
to nearly everyone in an audience by 
his or her first name. In contrast, 
Rock admits shyness on the cam- 
paign trail: ‘‘I’m reluctant to bother 
people when they’re going about 
their business, whether in a dining 
place or at their jobs.” 

Rock is credited with considerable 
political courage, including — will- 
ingness on occasion to vote-for tax 
hikes. He seldom ducks.an issue, and 
he defends his high-profile approach 


as ‘willingness to take responsible - 


action.” 

Discussing Illinois’ “‘consistently 
dismal return on federal tax 
dollars," Rock urges revising 
federal fund distribution formulas. 

On non-defense contracts, for ex- 
ample, he wants the U.S. to consider 
not only population, per capita in- 
come and state tax collections but 
also short- and long-term unemploy- 
ment, living costs, and a measure of 
all state revenue sources, including 
energy production. 

“Sen. Percy has helped make 
federal tax dollars Ilinois’ largest

export. He a clear lack of 
legislative ability, lack of coalition 
building with other Northeast and 
Midwest states, and lack of political 
know-how to fight for Dlinois’ fair 
share,” Rock asserts. 

Successful in his legislative tasks 
at the state leyel, the state Senate 
president pledges to export the same 
technique ‘and effort to U.S. Senate 
deliberations. 

Perhaps his severest critic is 
James Tobin, a leader of the Na- 
tional Taxpayers United of Illinois. 
Referring to him as a big spender, 
Tobin says Rock is ‘‘the biggest 
enemy Illinois taxpayers have in 
Springfield.”” 

Tobin is more affirmative about 
Seith’s campaign stands, including 
support of a balanced federal 
budget. He sums up, “Of all the 
Democratic candidates in the Senate 
primary, Alex Seith has the best 
positions on tax relief."’ 

Seith, 49, is waging a spirited cam- 

paign, only slightly slowed by the 
fact that he suffered a broken right 
leg while jogging in Chicago's Lin- 
coln Patk Feb. 5. Complicating the 
injury|was a severe separation of the 
lower ankle. 
. Seith met voters throughout the 
state in 1978, when he was the 
Democratic nominee and lost to Sen 
Percy, and in 1980, when the highly 
popular Dixon defeated him in the 
Democratic primary en route to the 
Senate chamber. 

The candidate says, ‘In 1961, [ 
came back to my native Illinois after 
working my way through Yale, the 
Harvard Law School and the Univer- 
sity of Munich, Germany, and after 
serving as a U.S. Army officer. 

“In | 1961, America and_ Illinois 
were world leaders in growing the 
food and producing the goods that 
are the basis of life. Today, up to half 
our farmland goes unplanted while 
much of the world goes hungry. 

“In 1961, IHinois workers and 
plants produced more steel than the 
entire Soviet Union. Steel was both 
the symbol and substance of our in- 
dustrial backbone. 

“Today, U.S. Steel Corp. employs 
fewer workers than McDonald’s 
fast-food chain.’" 

“One senator cannot provide new 
djrection alone, but he can help 
make a difference by having’ an 
understanding of people’s 
needs—and by working with others 
in Congress with better ideas for bet- 
ter results. 

“Tam speaking out, as I have done 
for 30 years in public talks and in 
more than a half-million words of 
published writings, for a foreign 
policy that has two basic goals: To 
keep/us and the world safe, and to 
put bread and butter on people’s 
tables. Neither goal can be reached 
by.a policy that runs needless risks 
of nuclear escalation and leaves 
millions of people unemployed. 

“We do not protect our people

Illinoisans have never elected a se- 
cond senator. from Downstate, let 
alone the same district, since the 
U.S. Constitution was amended in 
1913 to enable voters, instead of 
legislators, to elect senators.”’ 

Seith would phase out nuclear 
power plants, seek an economic 
quarantine of Libya for its invasion 
of Chad, freeze atomic testing, halt 
MX missile production, fight “‘tax 
breaks that reward big money shuf- 
flers while creating no new jobs,” 
and limit banks’ foreign: loans by 
enacting “‘safeguards similar to 
those which already apply to loans 
at home.” 

47, state comptroller for 
, is the first black elected to 
statewide office in Illinois. 

A former: executive of the Con- 
tinental Illinois National Bank of 
Chicago and of the Rev. Jesse 
Jackson’s Operation Push (People 
United to Save Humanity), and also 
a former cabinet director (General 
Services Department) in Gov. 
Walker’s administration, Burris 
takes-pride in his office’s ability “‘to 
keep day-to-day state’ operations 
running smoothly.

“IT am a religious man and speak 
regularly from pulpits in the 
Chicago area. Voters support me for 
my outgoingness, my involvement, 
what I’m trying to bring to govern- 
ment and what I’m doing for young 
people.

University housing increase approved 


‘An increase in rental rates for- 
university housing at Southern Il- 
linois) University at Edwardsville 
was approved at the SIU Board of 
Trustees meeting on the Carbondale 
campus. 

The basic increase will be $13 per 
month per single student, with a 
similar percentage increase for 


family housing, both effective Sept. , 


1. Currently, a single student in a 
two-bedroom, four-student unit pays 
$109 per month. 

UNIVERSITY OFFICERS said 
one of the principal needs for addi- 
tional revenue in Fiscal Year 1985 is 
to meet projected energy cost in- 


creases. For the year beginning July 
1, 1984, the unviversity is estimating 
utility’ cost increases of approx- 
imately $54,000. 

University housing also an- 


ticipates the loss of $54,000 in retain-, 


ed tuition funds and cost increases in 
personal services and other support 
lines of $28,000 in F'Y-85. University 
officers said the rates of cost in- 
crease, where controllable by the 
university, have been held to the 
lowest feasible levels. Total per- 
sonal services will increase one per- 
cent, building maintenance costs 
will increase five percent, and all 
other expenses, as a group, are pro- 


jected to increse five percent. 

Two years ago, the Tower Lake 
Residents Association recommend- 
ed that the housing working capital 
balance show a positive balance of 
$140,000 by Fiscal Year 1986. In- 
creased receipts next year are ex- 
pected to improve working capital 
by $56,500 in FY-85. The projected 
balance in the fund at the end of FY- 
84 is a negative $142,275, 

SEVERAL COST reduction 
measures have been implemented, 
including energy conservation ac- 
tions, seasonal layoff of employees, 
and reduced student employment 
levels.

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Dr. Koch reviews medical and hospital facilities in area 


St. John’s United Church of Christ 
was the scene of the February 
meeting of the Old Six Mile 
Historical Society. 

Mrs.: Marguerite Lexow, chair- 
man of the Acquisitions Committee, 
announced the donation of a large 
book of maps of Granite City, in- 
cluding Madison, Newport, and 
Venice, which was published in 1907. 
The book contains an additional in- 
dex to August 1957. Included in this 
publication are diagrams: of all 
buildings in. existence at that time 
The book was a gift) of Steven 
Bristol, 3020 Nameoki Road, she 
said. 

A bust of Abraham Lincoln which 
was used at McKinley High School 
from it’s opening in 1906 until the 
closing of the school, was also 
donated to the society. This gift was 
presented by Arthur Menendez, 
principal of Mitchell School. 

A spring tour of the Streif 
(Brimberry) house was announced 
No date has yet been set for the tour, 
the president noted. 

The featured speaker for the even- 
ing was Dr. Felicia Koch, M.D,, a 
practicing physician in Granite City 
for many years. She spoke about 
helth care in the past and health cae 
today in this commu: , 

“For over three-quarters of a 
tury, St. Elizabeth Medical Center, 
Granite City, has been serving the 
area with quality health care. St. 
Elizabeth's employs over 1,100 peo: 
ple, and has 421 licensed acute care 
beds. In short, it’s a busy place! It’s 
hard to imagine just how close 
Granite City came to not having a 
hospital -at all! It’s an interesing 
story, and one that begins even 
before the hospital was constructed, 
because to examine the history of St. 
Elizabeth Hospital, it’s necessary to 
look at the history of Granite City, as 
well,”’ Dr. Koch explined 

In 1904, as the World’s Fair was 
opening in St, Louis, industry was 
shaping Granite City. Factories 
which had sprung up around St 
Louis spread eastward across the 
Mississippi to a fertile area of LI- 
linois bottomland which was known 
only as ‘Six Mile Prairie,’’ because 
the small settlement of cabins there 
was six miles from St. Louis. 

Granite City’s heritage was a bit 
different from most other towns. It 

in fact, an “instant city” 
h the efforts of two 
brothers, illiam and Frederick 
Niedringhaus. They were the owners 
of what was, in the late 1800’s, the St. 
Louis Stamping Company, a pro- 
sperous kitchen utensil business, 
While vacationing in Germa 
William Niedringhaus came ac 
a metal shop producing pots and 
pans with a satin-like sheen, unlike 
anything available in the United 
States. Niedringhaus paid the shop 
owner $5000 to show him the process, 
which involved ground granite, and 
returned to the United States to ac. 
quire a patent. Soon the Niedr- 
inghaus brothers had a booming 
business in what they called 
“Graniteware.””

| To produce graniteware, they 
built the Granite Iron Rolling Mill in 
St. Louis, not far from the St. Louis 
Stamping Co. But by 1890 demand 
for their product had grown so large 
the brothers had to look for a new 
place to expand their factories. 
Rather than add on to existing 
facilities in St. Louis, they decided to 
build a new plant in less-expensive 
Illinois. Six Mile Prairie was the 
place 

In 1894, after careful planning, 
workers arrived in the fields of “Old 
Six Mile,’ and an entire city was 


born, Factories, streets, and homes 
simultaneously rose out of what had 


been, only a few years earlier, 
farmland. When deciding on a name, 
the Niedringhaus brothers chose to 
pay homage to what had made them 
successful industrialists---- 
braniteware. The 
City 

Heavy industries were con- 
structed in the new city, including 
Granite City Steel Co. and the St. 
Louis Stamping Works. Railroads 
crossed the area to bring supplies to 
the mills. An unfortunate reality of 
heavy industry at the turn of the cen- 
tury was, however, injuries. It 
wasn’t long before a hospital was 
needed for Granite City. 

Dr, Ralph Niedringhaus, grand- 


nephew of William Niedringhaus, 
was one of the prime movers on the 


hospital. project. In 1904,*construc- 
tion began on what was to become 
“Granite City Hospital.’” When the 
hospital was finished in 1905, it open- 
ed under the auspices of the 
Lutheran Hospital Association. 

‘The Rev. A. H. Almstedt was nam- 
ed president of the hospital, which 
included a nursing school. Dr. 
Robert Binney, for whom the pre- 
sent Binney Wing was named, was 
the first doctor to practice at 
Gfanite City Hospital, performing 
the first operation and delivering the 
first baby. 

Although hopes were high for 
quality health care in Granite City, 

dn't take long before problems 

ed. Most of the factory 

were poor, so much of the 
treatment given by Granite City 
Hospital was charitable — a noble 
tradition, perhaps, but unfortuntely 
one that couldn't last forever. Finan- 
cial difficulties mounted quickly, so 
quickly that the hospital faced 
bankruptcy in 1910 and Was forced to 
close, only five years after opening 
It seemed as though dreams of a 
hospital in Granite City vanished 
almost overnight

closed in 1910, he saw a golden. op- 
portunity to reopen it and give his 
own dreath of a Catholic hospital 
another chance. : 

It took"Rev. Kaenders a year to 
raise enough money. to buy thé 
hospital in May 1911. The following 
October it was rededicated, and re- 
named St. Elizabeth Hospital. For 
the next 10 years, until 1921, Rev. 
Kaenders saw St, Elizabeth alter- 
nate between years of relative pro- 
sperity:and abject poverty. 

At Rev. Kaenders’s invitation, the 
missionary sisters, Servants of the 
Holy Ghost, came from Techy, Ill., 
near Chicago, to be the. first 
employees of St. Elizabeth’s 
Hospital: With their help the priest 
was able to get the hospital going 
again; but difficulties croped up 
shortly after the sisters arrived. 
Kaenders, a |hard-working, 
dedicated man, was not the easiest 
person to get long with. He became 
involved with hospital operations to 
the point of supervising the care of 
individual patients—a practice that 
didn’t go ‘over well with the 
nurses—and the nuns. 

Ater struggling with Rev. 
Kaenders’s well) intentioned, but 
sometimes domineering ‘supervi- 
sion, the Sisters of the Holy Ghost 
left in 1912, less than a year after 
they arrived. Their departure plung- 
ed the. hospital into a crisis once 
again, but with secular help the 
priest kept it open. Labor unrest in 
the factories fueled the hospital’s 
problemsas strikes closed the plants 
in 1913 and 1914. Card parties, raf- 
fles, and many other forms of fund 
raising were used during those lean 
years 

Rev. Kaenders received encourag- 
ing news in’ 1916 that a new con- 
gregation of nuns, the Sisters of St. 
Francis, had agreed to journey from 
Springfield, Ill.,/to help keep the 
hospital from going under. After 
they arrived many of the problems 
which had mounted after the Sisters 
of the Holy Ghost left, were 
straightened out. The Sisters of St 
Francis were even planning to buy 
the hospital from Rev. Keanders, 
but) unfortunately difficulties with 
the) strong Kaenders’s will caused 
enough friction for the sisters to 
leave in July 1918. 

Again the priest staffed the 
hospital with secular help. Un- 
fortuntely, the employees that he 
could afford to hire were, at best, 
unreliable and conditions at the 
hospital got worse. 

Things got slightly better during 
World War I, as peak demand for 
steél drove the value of Granite City 
manufactured ‘goods to nearly 
$18,000,000 in 1918, As prosperity in 
the face of war came to Granite City, 
it also came to St. Elizabeth 
Hospital, although the hostpital was 
still far from being on stable ground, 
medically and financially 

Rev. Kaenders fought almost 
singlehandedly. to keep the hospital 
open. until 1921, when the Sisters of 
Divine Providence came to Granite 
City after learning of St. Elizabeth’s 
distress. 1921 was barely three days 
old, when they arrived to make 
another attempt to get the hospital 
on il’s feet 

The Sisters of Divine Providence 
bought the hospital from Rev. 
Kaenders in 1921, before actually ar- 
riving in the city. They had a 
massive clean-up job waiting for 
them when they got here, as well as 


no X-ray machine, and lots of unpaid 
bills. The nuns fed the poor, did the 
laundry, and cleaned the floors. 

By scrimping, saving, and doing a 
lot of work themselves instead of hir- 
ing others, the nuns slowly began to 
turn things around. By the end of 
1921 almost 600 patients had been ad- 
mitted, but it wasn’t until October 
1922 that the hospital was in the 
black, with a positive ‘balance of 


$8.76. Even after that the hospital's. 


finances continued to be rocky until 
1923. 

+ In September of 1921, 10 months 
after the nuns came to Granite City, 
Rev. Kaenders died. In March he 
had retired as pastor of St. Mark’s 
and took up permanent residence in 
the|hospital. Age and the years of 
struggle to keep the hospital open 
caught up with him. He had the 
satisfaction, at least, of knowing 
that St. Elizabeth's Hospital was go- 
ing to make it. 

“Since then the Hospital has 
grown, with new additions in 1931, 
1944, 1958, and 1969. St. Elizabeth 
Medical Center is still growing, but 
buildings aren’t all that has expand- 
ed—jcommunity services have also, 
to |the extent that the term 
“‘hospital’’ doesn’t adequately 
des¢ribe all the community-oriented 
programs the center is involved in. 
Community activities include im- 
munization clinics, pre-natal 
rehabilitation program. That’s why 
in 1979, our Diamond Jubilee year, 
we changed our name to St. Elizbeth 
Medical Center,"’ Dr. Koch said. 

Granite City Hospital, St 
Elizabeth Hospital, and St. 
Elizabeth Medical Center. Different 
names perhaps, but a common 
goal—quality health care for the 
area. After 75 years the future is 
bright. 

Dr. Koch went on to describe some 
of her. personal experiences as a 
physician in Granite City. 

Born in Chicago. she attended 
medical school there, graduating in 
1935, She completed her internship 
in 1936, married, and after practic- 
ing in the Chicago area for a year 
she came to Granite City. 

Her first office was in the Darner 
Building. Office calls cost $2 and in. 


her first month of practice she col- 
lected $16. 

Besided Dr. Binney, Doctors Dale, 
Darner, Everett, Phillips, Hamm, 
Schermer, Arnovitz, Harlan, Reuss, 
Noggle, and Smith were also prac- 
ticing locally. Dr. Koch applied for 
staff membership at the hospital and 
was accepted. The ‘“‘boys” were not 
too receptive.of a woman doctor. At 
first they ignored her, leaving her to 
drink her coffee at a separate table. 
“Before long we were friends,”. she 
added. 

Sisters Cleta, Petronella, 
Euphorsene, and Theodore were 
very important to the running of the 
hospital. Sistor Theodore is retired 


- but still lives at the hospital. 


“We made house calls in those 
days; and my husband, a Granite Ci- 
ty native was still iri school. When a 
call came for a house call 1 had to 
ask directions, Strategic landmarks 
were usually the location of taverns. 
On: one house call a mother called. 
Her baby was screaming. After 
receiving directions (turn left at one 
tavern then right at the next) I arriv- 
ed at the house. A pot-bellied stove 
was located in the center of the 
room, with. a roaring fire. The 
baby’s crib was sitting by the stove 
with the baby’ screaming. It was 
wrapped in a woolen suit and wrap- 
ped in blankets. I stripped-the baby 
and pulled the crib. away from the 
stove. The baby stopped crying,” 
Dr. Koch explained. 

“We treated pneumonia and men- 
ingitis with aspirin. There were no 
antibiotics. Amazingly some of.those 
patients survived,’ the guest 
speaker said. 4 

There were no ‘specialists in 
Granite City in those days. The 
physi¢ians were general practi- 
tioners. Difficult patients were sent 
to specialists in St. Louis. Patients 
often traveled by street car. 

There was no public health depart- 
ment—there: still isn’t. The only 
public health care in those days was 
provided by Dr. Huggins, a 
veterinerian who tested cows for 
T.B. 

The hospital had 125 beds then. 
Surgery’ was located on the fourth 
floor. There were two operating 
rooms and a small operating room. 
Sister Cleta ruled the operating 
room| with an iron hand. There was 
no air conditioning. Window screens 
failed to keep out all the flies and the 
staff battled flies in hot weather. In 
those|days the doctors had to pay for 
the suture they ‘used. Sister Cleta 
watched carefully and the doctors 
used suture material with care. 

Gas and ether were used for 
anesthesia. Now the most modern 
methods of anesthesia are used. 
Now there are seven operating 
rooms equipped. with E.K.G. 
monitoring equipment. In 1938 there 
was no recovery room. Now there is 
a 10 bed recovery room with cons- 
tant monitoring and supervision. 


In 1938 the O.B. department was 
located on the third floor. There 
were no air conditioning and screens 
were used to keep the flies away. 
Doctors charged $25 for a delivery. 
There. was one labor room. Now 
there are five private labor rooms, 
two delivery rooms, and a birthing 
room will soon be added. Then the 
father was kept in the Father's 
Room. Now the family can view the 
birth, 

“We did a lot of home deliveries 
then,” said Dr. Koch. ‘‘I arrived at a 
home at 3 or 3:30 one day for a 
delivery. Several small children 
were running arouond. A W.P.A. 
worker was there, helping with the 
children. At four o’clock she took off 
her apron and announced that she 
had to leave. It was the W.P.A. rule. 
I somehow managed,to chase after 
the children and deliver the new 
baby. I liked home deliveries. There 
was a closeness then that you can’t 
get in the hospital.” 

Back then there was no Intensive 
Care unit. Critical patients were 
cared for on the floor. Oxygen tanks 
were wheeled in and placed beside 
the beds. Now we have a 12 bed 
1.C,U. and a pulmonary unit and car- 
diac rehab unit are located in the 
Binney wing. 

St. Elizabeth’s Medical Center 
now has 11 internists, five pediatri- 
cians, three onocologists, eight fami- 
ly practitioners, two gastro- 
enterologists, one pulmonary 
specialist, and urologists to name 
just a few. 

In 1938 the Emergency Room was 
just a cubbyhole. Now the E.R. is 
equipped with communication with 
incoming ambulances and has 
Physic ans ora cuiiged about the day 
John F. Kennedy was killed. She was 
in the E.R. scrubbing to suture a 
childs scalp. A nurse came by and 
told her the news. The tears fell free- 
ly as she could not wipe her eyes. 
When she went in to suture the 
child’s scalp, asked ‘‘doctor, why. 
are you crying?’’ 

The X-ray department in 1938 was 
run by Dr. Schnobelin, an adiologist. 
He was assisted by Sister Pachomia 
and the department contained one or 
two X-ray machines. Now there are 
eight readiologists, a C.T. scanner, 
nuclear medicine, ultrasound, and 
cobalt treatments. There are seven 
X-ray rooms in constant use. 

For several years, around 1940, 
Dr. Koch was responsible for pur- 
chasing individual gifts for each of 
the employees and sisters at 
Christmas, using money from the 
medical staff treasury. With the in- 
creased size of the staff this is no 
longer possible. The medical, staff 
also bought stethescopes for the 
floors and paid for bed lights and a 
call system. 

In 1963 the Immunization Clinic 
was started. In its’ 20 years, 34,120 
children have been seen.

Hospice began in 1979. Dr. Koch 
was a charter member of its’ board, 
it was noted. 

In those early days the medical 
staff served as the teaching staff for 
the school of nursing. Dr. Koch 
taught pediatrics to the students. 
Now most nurses are university 
educated. 

Many diseases which once re- 
quired long hospitalizations are now 
treated on an out-patient basis. T.B. 
hospitals were once filled to capaci- 
ty, T.B. medications closed the 
hospitals and a T:B. clinic was 
established. Many mental patients 
are-treated on an out-patient basis, 
also.» 

Once pneumonia was treated with 
aspirin, Syphillis was treated with 
intramuscular injections of Bismuth 
Now we have. 
penicillin and a whole battery of new 
drugs. ‘ 

The - first coffee shop at the 
hospital was opened in 1979 under 
the direction of the Volunteer Ladies 
Auxiliary. Lt. Governor Paul Simon 
was present for the ribbon cutting. 

Dr. Koch ended her presentation 
by saying, ‘It’s been wonderful to’ 
study and stay with new 
developments and I hope I can stay 
with it.”’
